To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Bolsover  Urban  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  you  with  my  Report  for 
the  year  1910. 

The  Tables  at  the  end  of  the  report  and  the  Skeletal  report 
suggested  by  Dr.  Barwise  give  you  a detailed  summary  of  the 
past  and  previous  years,  consequently  it  is  not  necessary  for 
me  to  add  much  supplementary  matter. 

The  past  year  compares  favourably  with  1909  and  owing 
to  the  wet  Summer,  absence  of  dust,  and  scarceness  of 
flies,  we  had  very  few  cases  of  Summer  Diarrhcea. 

It  is  gratifying  to  notice  that  so  many  more  infectious 
cases  were  removed  to  hospital.  The  public  are  beginning  to 
see  the  advantages  of  removal  in  infectious  diseases. 

I should  like  to  see  the  infantile  mortality  considerably  less. 

With  regards  to  the  Lodging  House,  unless  some  radical 
alterations  are  carried  out  by  the  landlord,  as  suggested  by 
your  Inspector,  I would  recommend  refusal  of  licence. 

It  is  very  questionable  if  a lodging  house  is  required  in 
this  district,  and  you  will  remember  that  the  last  outbreak  of 
Smallpox  was  due  to  the  disease  being  brought  here  by  a 
tramp. 


To  my  mind  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  existing  privy- 
middens,  and  pail  closets  by  their  conversion  into  W.C.’s,  and 
by  refusal  of  plans  for  new  dwellings  which  do  not  shew 
Water  Carriage  is  the  greatest  Sanitary  requirement  of  the 
district. 

Accumulation  of  filth  for  either  short  or  long  periods  is 
disgusting  and  dangerous  to  health,  and  as  this  state  of  things 
occurs  in  the  midden,  and  pail  closet  system,  an  alteration 
is  necessary.  Even  the  emptying  of  a privy-midden  is  in  itself 
a disgusting  and  filthy  job  and  most  objectionable  even  when 
carried  out  at  night. 

I believe  I am  correct  in  saying  you  favour  a gradual 
conversion  of  existing  privy-middens  into  W.C.'s,  but  I would 
suggest  that  a larger  number  of  “ Conversions”  be  carried  out 
each  year. 

I am  still  of  opinion  that  a Mechanical  Road  Sweeper  is 
necessary,  as  in  bad  weather  the  Staff  of  men  you  employ 
cannot  keep  the  roads  in  anything  like  decent  condition. 

Please  remember  all  calculations  are  based  on  an  estima- 
ted population  of  12,000.
